In a- decision which was read from 


the bench by Justice McKenna, the 
Unite^ States supreme court late yes- 
terday afternoon sustained the consti 
tutionality of the Beal option lave of 
Ohio. The case was ferried up by 
John Lloyd, who was arrested for sel 
ling liquor to E. L. Scott, a resident of 
Cambridge, Guernsey toiftity; after lo- 
cal option had been carried at the 
election. The supreme coart of the 
state held that his arrest was legal 
anfl the Beal law constitutional, afltf 
;he case was brought up to the United 
states supreme court on the pica that 
the !*w was a'yiolation'of the Federal 
constitution. The following is a synop- 
sis of tbre court's opinion today. _

"Our consideration must 


to the contentions under the' fo"ur 
teenth amendment. 
Those ^onten- 


Uona are that the Ohio sta^ute^ denies 
the plaintiff in error the eqnal: pro- 
lection of the law ,and deprives him 
of liberty and property without due 
process of law. The first contention 
can only be sustained if the statute 
treats tbe plaintiW differently 'ffoni 
what it-does others who are in the 
same situation as he. The exceptions 
in "the statute are druggists, manu- 
facturers, persons who give away 
•liquors to their private dwellings, and 
railway corporations* ofsjMlfrif 1$- 
uors in fining 'arid Swffet cars nnftpi 
state license 
These exceptions con 


stitute the inequality of the statute 
upon which the plaintiff bases bis con- 
tention. 


Was Not Excepted. 


'"He Is not one of the excepted 


classes. He is a retail dealer oJ,liquor 
If between his occupation and the ex- 
cepted occupation there is such differ- 
ence as to justity a difference of legis 
lation, necessarily he cannot comolain. 
and, we think, there ia a manifest dif- 
ference. It is equally manifest if we 
should regard him as 'giving away' his 
liquor. That act may not cave the 
same 
objectionable 
consequences? 


when done in a private dwelling as 
done in a saloon or other places of 
Business. The state may look 'be- 
yond the mere passing of liquor from 
one person to another, and regard and 
constitute the place where it is done 
the essence of the offense. But even 
if the discriminations of the statute 
were less obviously justifiable, we 
might not be able to condemn them. 


"The plaintiff further urges that to 


make nn act a crime in certain terri- 
tory and permit It outside of such ter- 
ritory, is to deny to the citizens of the 
state the equal operation of the crimi- 
nal laws and this he makes the ground 
of objection to the Oh's statute. This 
Objection goes to tip power of the 
state to pass a 
lcn.^1 jptioa law, 


which, we think, is not an open ques- 
tion. The nest contention of the plain- 
tiff is that under the sWtute he is not 
on equal terms with all others accused 
of crime. What the court may decide 
as to juries we do not wish to antici- 
pate, and the plaintiff cannot complain 
until he is made to suffer. 


"The flnat contention of the plain- 


tiff Is that the statute deprives him of. 
due process of law 
Of this conten1 


ion we need only to observe that if a 
ease can exist in which the kind or 
legree or power given by a state to its 
ribunala may become an element of 
diu- process under the 
'owteenth 


amendment, it would have to be a 
more extreme example than the Ohio 
statute.

as nopcotn pops because the outer 
portion of the kerne! is more porous, 
permitting the escape of the oil as it 
volatilizes, While in the case of pop- 
corn a great pressure is developed in 
the kernel by the confined oil and 
the kernel is suddenly exploded and 
turned wrong side out. 


3. la composition popeorn differs 


from ordinary corn in having a larger 
proportion of corneous element and a 
great per cent of oil. 


4. Popcorn pops more readily when 


dry because when moistened the ker- 
nels are swollen, more porous and 
toughened and do not explode BO sud- 
denly and complete!} as when dry and 
hard,
